A. W. NeiNIl, Independent, Comox-Al- 
berni, and two British Columbia Pro- 
gressives, McBride and* Humphrey.

—A, B. Hudson and A. R. McMaster, 
Brome, the latter registering his first 
vot e from “No Man’s Land,” and the 
two Labor members.

World's Deepest Well 


Germany Holds Record With One 7,350 


Feet Beiow Surface 

The deepest well in the world is in 
Upper Silesia, in the German Empire, 
according to a London Daily Mail 
statement. It is a dlamond-drill hole 
in a coal field, and is 7,360 feet deep. 

A well in the United States which 
| may go deeper, according to the 
'y nited Geological Survey, is four 
miles northwest of McDonald, Pa., 
and about fifteen miles west. of 
Pittsburgh. This well, which is be- 
ing sunk io the Medina sandstone— 
a bed that elsewhere contains oil 
and gas—is now 7,174 feet deep. 

Some gas and oi! were struck in the 
upper part of the well. Between the 
depths of 6830 and 17,100° feet 
rocks bearing rock salt and salt 
water were encountered, These are 
regarded as of Salina age, the same 
as those carrying rock sgit in West- 
ern New York.

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Fortnightly Crop Report 


(Issued by the Department ‘of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Mary 25th, 1928). 

Wheat seeding in the province is 
finished and in many sections the crop 
is up and looking healthy and” vigor- 
ous. The total wheat acreage will be 
somewhat under that of last year, but 
on the whole it is considered that the 
seeding was done in better snape and 
on better prepared land. Oats, bar- 
ley and fodder crop seeding is now 
progressing. In portions of central 
Alberta, where the early rainfall has 
been light, some of the oat seeding 
was held back awaiting rains. The in- 
dications are that considerable oats 


will be sown this year to be cut for a! 


fodder crop, 

Most sections of the southern part 
of the provnce report good rainfalls, 
and that the grain is-coming along in 
fine shape. In parts of central and 
northern Alberta there have been good 
showers, while in other sections more 
rainfall is needed. On the 22nd, a fine 
rain fell in the east central part of 
Alberta extending from Saskatchewan 
as far west as Ryley. At Irma there 
was seven hours’ rain, and at Vermil- 
inch fell, The 
Grande Prairie district had a good 
rai non Tuesday, with lighter rains 
at Peace River and at’ Berwyn and in 
other sections of the north. Today 
rain is falling at Edmonton and the 
showers are reported as far south as 
Red Deer. Last week frost was _re- 
ported from some sections, but only in 


one or two spots was 
to young crops reported. 


| From nearly all parts of. southern 
| Alberta a large increase in the acreage 
|sown to fodder crops is reported.Con- 
siderable new alfalfa acreage has 
| been sown, also a large acreage of 
;corn and sunflowers, indicating that 
farmers are giving more attention to 
\fodder crops and to dairying. Sweet 
clover wintered well in Central Al- 
berta. Fall rye in some sections is 
over a foot high. In places the fall 
rye winter killed where water laid on 
the crop or where it was not covered 
| by snow, 

With anything like a normal supply 
of rainfall during the growing season, 
|the early crop indications would ap- 
pear to be very fair, the acreage 
somewhat less than last year, and the 
seeding period in. most parts very 
favorable for doing good spring work. 

Pasture in the central and northern 
parts of Alberta is short, and will be 
benefitted by good. rainfalls. Last 
year’s supplies of fodder have been 
pretty well exhausted. 

‘Grasshoppers—Any danger of a 
real menace from the grasshopper 
pest has not yet developed. The whole 
country was well organized last year, 
and the work done is showing good 
effects this season. The Department 
of Agriculture has thé organization 
already in the field and is well pre- 
pared to meet any trouble which may 
arise. So far the reports have not 
been serious.

Great Britain’s position. on the ship 
liquor question ,as communicated to 
jthe state department at Washington 
by the British embassy, is understood 
to be based on a contention that Unit- 
ed States port authorities have no

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There has been a lot of unwise and quite uncalled for “blue ruin” talk in- 
dulged in by some Western Members of Parliament and other Western men 
during the past few months. Such talk, instead of Delng constructive and 
helpful in bringing about reform and improvement, is almost wholly des- 
tructive and hurtful, and makes pbelterment the more difficult of attainment. 

Western Canada has suffered from a number of hard years and adverse 
conditions. . But this is true of the whole world. Furthermore, it was in- 
evitable following the gigantic orgy of destruction in which all civilized -na- 
tions engaged’ during 1914-1918, and the inflation which took place during 
those fateful war years. Anybody who anticipated anything else was a foo] 
who gave no heed to all the lessons of history. 


This Western country, and other-.countries the world over, have had 
series of bad years from timé immemorial, and such: periods are always more 
severly felt in a new and only partly developed country than in those where 
conditions are more settled.and therefore more stable. But this is no cause 
for pessimism and downright discouragement. 

There is a good deal to be said for the theory of Emile Coue. It is no 
new theoryy in fact it is as old as the world, Let one man begin to talk 
pessimism to: his neighbor, and let his neighbor repeat it to a third, and the 
third to a fourth, and so on, and it will not be long before by their of faith 
and confidence they produce the very conditions which before only, existed 
in their imagination. - Lacking confidence themselves, they inoculate others, 
and with lack of confidence they adopt methods which soon operate to clog 
the wheels of industry and progress. 

‘Reversely, let men adopt the view, and act upon it, that “day by day in 
every way things are getting betier and better” and they will get better. 

After all, what has the West to be blue about? Saskatchewan is the 
chief grain producing seciion of Canada. It produces one-half of all the 
wheat grown in Canada, and last season Saskatchewan raised the second 
largest wheat crop in its history,-as well as an enormous quantity of other 
grains. According to a careful and conservative estimate by an official of 
the Saskatchewan Government who is in the best possible position to judge, 
the proceeds of the sale of the agricultural crops of Saskatchewan last year 
netted a profit to the farmers of one hundred millions of dollars. 

Granted that thé position of Western farmers is not all that it- should be 
and that people would like it to be, the fact remains, nevertheless, that their 
position is a whole lot better today than a year ago. SaskateHewan’s one 
hundred millions over the cost of agricultural production has gone in the 
liquidation of debts incurred in equipping the farms of the province and over- 
coming a few lean years. ‘That money is not going to lie idle; it will find 
its way back for further productive enterprise. It will all get into circulation. 

Millions of dollars have been paid to municipalities in payment of arrears 
of taxes with the result that Western municipal organizations are now in a 
position to function as they were not able to do in several preceding years. 
These millions of dollars were paid by the people as individuals to them- 
selves as a corperate body. They will themselves reap the benefit. The 
price of farm implemerats has come down, farm labor is not so expensive 
and with a return to more active immigration further reductions may be ex- 
pected.

Des Moines, Ilowa.—While I belleve 
the great Southwestern States will 
send the larger number of farmers to 
Canada this year, lowa and Nebraska 
will contribute the best type. Those 
going north from these two States 
have more money, better equipment 
and are superior farmers. Agricul- 
turally, lowa and Nebraska are very 
similar to Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. Those now treking to the 
prairie provinces are the sons and 
grandsons of former Canadians, Scan- 
dinavians, and a considerable sprink- 
ling of Europeans. The pioneer in- 
stinct and love of the soil are strong- 
er in them than in {he socalled Amer- 
ican type from the great Southwest. 
In Ume respect they are similar—the 
resolution to make a home on the soll 
in. the Canadian Northwest. 


T. V. Bennett is in charge of the 
Nebraska territory for the Dominion 
Government, and A. B. Pilkie in Iowa. 
I was in Omaha with Bennett and in 
Des Moines with Pilkie. Bach is 
most optimistic with their mail bulg- 
ing with inquiries and their offices 
crowded with men and women who 
are planning t6 go north this spring. 
The day I arrived in Des Moines, Pil- 
kie was sending to the prairies six 
cars of settlers effects and was busy 
making out certificates for owners of 
the stock and farm equipment. Each 
car earried’an automobile and a small 
tractor, and the: agent told me his 
prospects were much in excess of last 
year, probably twenty per cent. 


Bennett was equally busy and said 
more of his prospects were’ taking 
money to buy farms than in other 
days,, though the man with three or 
four thousand dollars and equipment 
was in the majority. They will rent 
at first or homestead, explained Ben- 
nett to me, and later buy land. They 
are better types, Bennett explained, 
than in other years, good settlers all. 

While the majority of these 
Nebraska and Lowa people are seeking 
prairie farm lands, both Pilkie and 
Bennett said they were having more 
than the usual number of inquiries 
about British Columbia ranching pro- 
position and fruit farms. The Prince 
George. district and the Okanagan 
Valley is the objective point of many 
of these prospects, these agents ex- 
plained. 

These two states have enjoyed too 
fine crops in succession and the rent- 
ers have money now to get a start in 
Canada, This ha’ proven a big fac- 
tor in the movement, and also this 
condition has given many farmers 
whose land down here is mortgaged, a 
chance to sell out his equity and go 
to the Cattadian prairies with ten to 
twenty thousand dollars. It is the 
experience of the Dominion agents 
down here that the movement north- 
ward is usually most active in those 
districts that have harvested big crops 
the previous year.

That reforestation should be under- 
taken by the Canadian Government 
without computing costs on the inter 
est basis is the view of Sir Clifford 
Sifton. 

Sir Clifford holds that the millions 
of logs taken from Canadian, forests 
this spring represent an inroad on 
capital and that the money spent in 
planting trees should not be regard- 
ed as an investment upon which in- 
terest can be calculated but'as a de- 
finite replacement expenditure. 

The Sifton plan is to insist on the 
replanting of two trees for every one 
eut down and that the cost of such 
replanting should be taken out of for- 
est revenue and regarded as a per- 
manent charge upon that revenue. 

The fea is interesting, to say the 
least, and adds much to the already 
overwhelming evidence in favor of 
the immediate necessity of refovesta- 
tion in Canada.—From the Vancouver 
Sun.

Council 
for Scientific and Industrial Research 
in efforts to produce a ‘pulp from 
whieh a cheap grade of newsprint 
could be manufactured. ‘The results 
have not so far been disclosed. 
Today the utilization of these vast 
quantities of waste straw is nearer to 
accomplishment than ever 
Modern Canadian invented and per- 
fected machinery has made possible 
the recovery of the linseed without 
destruction of the straw through a 
new form of threshing machine.

Meantime a succeastul! effort has 
been made in Manitoba near Winnipeg 
in the use of this waste flax straw by 
the production of an Insulating ma- 
terial, which has Been proved to be an 
efficient non-conductor of heat and 
cold, and is being used in western 
construction work as Hnings between 
the walls and under the roofs, to keep 
out the cold, and appears to have 
demonstrated effectively its success in 
these relations, It has been used in 


public buildings as well as industrial . 


plants—ice- cold storage and others— 
and is becoming general in iis use in 
private dwellings, 


While this is only a beginning, it 


‘has created a situation more salisfac- 
tory for the future marketing of flax 
straw, and now its use for tow pur- 
poses for upholstering has developed 
a desire on the part of industries south 
of the International Boundary to pur- 
‘chase the straw and a large tonnage 
contract was entered into late in the 
past year; a tow mill fs to be erected 
in Manitoba to take care of this new 
market, , 

This is an interesting western com- 
mercial development, befitting of men- 
tion as an example of the desire to 
utilize waste products. The west has 
already realized that everything must 


be used commercially to bring about, 


satisfactory financial returns, and con- 
(inuous investigations into markets 
and costs of production that are pro- 
ceeding along various lines will lead 
ultimately to a greater value being 
obtained from western raw materials 
than perhaps has hitherto been the 
vase, 

The keynote to the whole situation, 
however, is a denser population, the 
creation of new local markets, all of 
which once more points to Canada's 
pressing need for a more constructive 
and aggressive liumigration policy,
